Death Is Not a Solemn Affair with Ric 
Janeirians. — 

One of the first things that strike the 
eye of thé stranger in Rio de Janeiro 
are some odd-looking carriages. You 
think there must be a circus in town, 
but on inquiry are told “those are 
hearses.” Owing to the climate a 
corpse cannot be kept over twenty-four 
hours, nor will the law aow it, and 
so many have their clothes made and 
funeral invitations printed ‘before they 
are ready to die. They do not regard 
death as seriously in Rio, as we do in 
North America, but lay great stress on 
the outward show. Even infants are 
put into mourning for their forty-sec- 
ond cousin, poor and rich alike. I re- 
ceived an invitation to the funeral of 
a child of a friend. Itswas printed on 
White paper having a scame border. 
Scarlet is the color usel by the Bra- 
zilians for the funeral decorations of 
the young, while violet is for adults. 
The invitation has not only the mames 
of the parents of the child, but the 
grandparents, uncles, aunts and cou- 
sins. I was supposed to bring a wreath 
or other em#lem of artificial flowers 
(real ones are seldom used), and drivé 
to the mourners’ house. There I was 
met by an usher, who took the wreath 
and led me into the “chamber of 
death,” where the mourners and priests 
were praying for the departed soul. 
Every article of furniture, pictures, 
knicknacks, etc., had been removed 
from the room, and the coffin was 
placed in the center, upon a bier draped 
with scarlet cloth, around which the 
wreaths, etc., were put.

-tion train and amid the great crowds 


upon the banks when the Wisconsin 
shell swept mile after mile of the 
course, until the last half was reached, 
with a clear lead over all the crews, is 
putting it mildly. When the people on 
the bank, unable to place the stranger 
crew, looked toward the observation 
train inquiringly and were told that it

For 
those first two miles she did gallant 
work, but she was struggling against 
evidently better crews, and it was only 
by exertions of a phenomenal nature 
that she managed to keep the nose of 
the boat ahead of Pennsylvania for a 
brief time in the second mile. 

A Beautiful Start. 


Two bad starts were made. It was 
five minutes after seven when the third 
start was given, and this time the crews 
got away without accident. This start 
was a beautiful one, the four boats’ 
noses seeming to hang together for the 
first two strokes. As they settled in 
the stroke taught them by the various 
coaches, Wisconsin seemed to be row- 
ing the least number of strokes per 
minute of any of the crews, but her 
boat was going faster than any of the 
others. Wisconsin rowed 32, Pennsyl- 
vania 34, Cornell 34 and Columbia 35. 
Before the first eighth mile was finished 
the Wisconsin boat had shoved its nose 
ahead of the other crews, with Cornell 
second, Pennsylvania hanging well on 
to her, and Columbia third, dropping 
astern. When the first half. mile was 
reached, so fast was the Wisconsin boat 
going that it had taken its whole length 
ahead of the Cornell boat on the ex- 
treme east. 

‘When the mile was reached the Wis- 
conrin boat had a lead of a clear length 
over Pennsylvania, while Cornell and 
Pennsylvania were see-sawing for sec- 
ond place. The Wisconsin crew had 
settled down to a stroke of 32 to a min- 
ute, the boat never checking between 
the strokes, and the blades cutting the

she had a fair length of advantage over 
Cornell. In the last quarter of the scc- 
ond mile, where the race goes under 
the great Poughkeepsie bridge, the 
erews of Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 
struggled almost like demons, the one 
to keep the advantage and the other 
to gain it. But Wisconsin was rowing 
better than Pennsylvania. Passing the 
314-mile point Pennsylvania hit the 
stroke up to 35, and there began one of 
the most exciting contests ever secn in 
boat racing. .Slowly the bow man of 
the Pennsylvania boat lined up with the 
coxswain in the Wisconsin boat, but 
just as he had come on a line with him 
the Wisconsin crew responded to the 
spurt and again drew their boat away. 
Lost by Poor Steering. 

It was at this point that Wisconsin 
was seen to swerve badly towards the 
western shore, and to the surprise of 


‚everybody maintained this course, al- 


though it took them inside of a num- 
ber of small pleasure boats and fully 500 
yards, if they maintained their angle, 
out of their course at the finish. Nat- 
urally the Pennsylvania boat, pulled 
desperately by the Quakers, gained up- 
on the Wisconsin boat, and as they 
passed into the last quarter the noses 
of the shells were on a line. The Penn- 
sylvania contingent on the train were 
frantic with joy, and, standing up, gave 
vent to their feeling with yells to the 
crew to win the race. The Wisconsin 
boat, unable to turn back into its lane, 
had found dead water in the lane which 
they had sought near the shore, and, 
pull as they would and as desperately 
as they did, the nose of the Pennsyl- 
vania shell came out inch by inch until 
it crossed the line a scant half length 
ahead of the Badgers’ boat. It was a 
finish that set wild with delight every 
lover of good sport. The Cornell boat 
was fully three lengths to the rear of 
the Wisconsin boat, while the Colum- 
bias finished gamely their stern chase 
almost four lengths behind Cornell. 

Pennsylvania’s time; 20:04; Wiscon- 
Sin’s, 20:0514; Cornell’s, 20:13; Colum- 
bia’s, 20:20. The record for this course 
is 19:29. 

In the Pink of Condition. 

Right after crossing the line the 
giants from Wisconsin paused a mo- 
ment to take in their surroundings 


and then wormed their way out from 


among the maze of rowboats and small 
yachts that lined the course on its shore 
side. They were in the pink of condi- 
tion, not a man in the eight showing 
the least symptom of collapse, and im- 
mediately rowed across the river to 
their boathouse,which is situated about 
opposite the finish mark. As soon as 
their boat was housed the Badgers 
formed a group about Capt. Sutherland 
and shook his hand, and then they fair- 
ly hugged each other. Their enthusi- 
asm was unbounded, although they 
were very much disappointed at not fin- 
ishing first. The eight were unani- 
mous, however, in relieving their cox- 
swain from all blame for steering them 
out of their course. 
The Coxswain’s Story. 

The little steersman himself, J. G. 
Dillen by name, felt very much de- 
pressed about the matter, though he 
made a good defense for his action. He 
sald: 

“Just as we were passing under the big 
bridge I noticed a large berry crate float- 
ing right ahead of us, hard on our port bow. 
In a few seconds we would have struck it, 
and in order to avert a disastrous collision, 
I veered sharply toward the shore, going so 
far out of our course that I realized that 
if I were to attempt to get back again the 
movement would probably cost us the half 
length that we were then in the lead of 
Pennsylvania, and, looking down among 
the small boats inside of the course, and 
seeing what I thought a chance to pass 
among them and reach the finish line, I re- 
solved to keep the shell as she was tha 
headed, and take the chance. Of course, 
the maneuver cost us the race, but I am 


sure that I did the best that was to be done 
under the circumstances.” .

Goebel Defeats Hardin for the Nom- 
ination, Stone Having Been 
Dropped—Love Feast Fol- 
lows the Result. 


Louisville, Ky., June 28.—William 
Goebel, who with an iron grasp has 
ruled the democratic state convention 
since it assembled nearly a week ago, 
wes on Tuesday night nominated for 
governor on: the twenty-sixth ballot 
after a contest unparalleled in this 
state for bitterness and determination, 
or on the part of the winner for skillful 
manipulation. The end of the long, ex- 


hausting fight brought a reasonable de- 


gree of harmony to the factions which 
have been waged through the fight re- 
lentlessly and battled for every inch of 
ground. Nearly everybody joined heart- 
ily in a demonstration when their can- 
didate appeared for the first time be- 
fore the convention to accept the nomi- 
nation and return his thanks. 

The Goebel forces held the opposition 
closely down to business all day, forc- 
ing continuous balloting, defeating 
them when they showed signs of weak- 
nessand sought a sine die adjournment, 
compelling a vote on a proposition to 
drop the hindmost man on each ballot 
after the twenty-fifth, and came out of 
the final trial of strength shortly after 
ten o’cloeck at night with colors flying. 
Stone was dropped on the twenty-fifth 
ballot and Hardin proved unable to con- 
trol enough of the Stone votes to win. 
The twenty-sixth ballot stood: Goebel, 
560; Hardin, 331. The scenes during 
the last ballot were dramatic, though 
not so exciting as many in which the 
delegates had participated. 

After the nomination the convention 
enjoyed a few minutes of relaxation. 
Speeches were made by Congressman 
Wheeler, Judge ‘Tarvin, ex-Senator 
Blackburn and other managers for the 
three candidates and the theme of all 
wis: “Get together and win.” 


TOO HARD ON THE MEN. 


One Woman at International Council 
of Women Objects to Harsh- 
mess of the Speakers. 


London, June 28.—The International 
Council of Women, which assembled 
Monday in the Convocation hall of 
Church house, Westminster, is divided 
into five sections, or meetings, which 
were all crowded Tuesday. 

Great interest is taken in the political 
section, which discussed “the -parlia- 
mentary enfranchisement of women,” 
the vice president of the council, Mrs. 
May Wright Sewall, of the United 
States, presiding. 

In the professional section, Mme. An- 
toinette Stirling created some excite- 
ment by declaring, with much emotion, 
that she thought the speakers were too 
hard on the men, and adding that wom- 
en only realized the full value of a hus- 
band when the latter was lost. 

An immense meeting attended by 
more than 2,000 persons was held in 
Queens hall in the evening, the countess 
of Aberdeen presiding for the discus- 
sion of a resolution, proposed by Baron- 
ess Von Suttner, of Austria, calling upon 
the International Council of Women 
to do all in its power to advance the in- 
terests of international arbitration. 
Letters were read from Cardinal Gib- 
bons, of the United States, Cardinal] 
Vaughn, of England, and Cardinal 
Logue, of Ireland, all of whom wrote 
strongly in favor of the resolution. 
Lady Aberdeen then introduced Arech- 
bishop Ireland, who addressed the au- 
dience. The speech was received with 
great enthusiasm. Mrs. Mary Wright 
Sewell, vice president of the council, 
also spoke upon the resolution.

WHITE HOUSE CHINA. 


A New Set Made and Marked for Each 
Administration. 

The white house china is manufac- 
tured and decorated especially for the 
president’s house, says the New York 
Mail and Express. When a new ad- 


ministration comes in, a new set of |@ 


china is made and marked with the 
name of the president. Of course the 
old china is kept, the new being only 
of sufficient quantity to make up for 
the breakage and loss during the last 
administration. The decoration of the 
china consists of a dark blue border, 
with gold tracings in shape of corn- 
Stalks and ears, while in the center of 
the white plate is the coat-of-arms of 
the United States in colors. The best 
of artists are employed to paint these 
plates, and, as each one is marked with 
the name of the administration, each 
has a value. It is often quite an in- 
teresting part of a white house dinner 
for the guests while waiting for the 
courses to turn their plates to see to 
what administration they belonged. 
The china of the white house is in the 
special charge of the steward, and he 
is responsible to the government for it. 
It is rare that any of it gets out of the 
white house, and therefore the appear- 
ance of the two plates in the auction 
room last week caused comment. The 
price paid for them ($4 apiece) was 
certainly remarkably low, in view of 
their value to collectors.

GAY FUNERALS IN BRAZIL. 


Death Is Not a Solemn Affair with Rio 
Janeirians. — 

One of the first things that strike the 
eye of the stranger in Rio de Janeiro 
are some odd-looking carriages. You 
think there must be a circus in town, 
but on inquiry are told “those are 
hearses.” Owing to the climate a 
corpse cannot be kept over twenty-four 
hours, nor will the law alt.ow it, and 
so many have their clothes made and 
funeral invitations printed ‘before they 
are ready to die. They do not regard 
death as seriously in Rio, as we do in 
North America, but lay great stress on 
the outward show. Even infants are 
put into mourning for their forty-sec- 
ond cousin, poor and rich alike. I re- 
ceived an invitation to the funeral of 
a child of a friend. It=+was printed on 
White paper having a scaxiet border. 
Scarlet is the color usel by the Bra- 
zilians for the funeral decorations of 
the young, while violet is for adults. 
The invitation has not only the names 
of the parents of the child, but the 
grandparents, uncles, aunts and &ou- 
sins. I was supposed to bring a wreath 
or other em#lem of artificial flowers 
(real ones are seldom used), and drivé 
to the mourners’ house. There I was 
met by an usher, who took the wreath 
and led me into the “chamber of 
death,” where the mourners and priests 
were praying for the departed soul. 
Every article of furniture, pictures, 
knicknacks, etc., had been removed 
from the room, and the coffin was 
placed in the center, upon a bier draped 
with scarlet cloth, around which the 
wreaths, etc., were put. When the 
prayers had been gaid the father and 
brother carried the coffin to the hearse. 
The hearse was also scarlet and gold, 
but oh! so shabby, and so were the 
two men on the seat, who were dressed 
from head to foot in the same bright 
colors, and looked more like organ 
monkeys than men. A closed cab led 
the procession, in which sat the priest 
in all his bright wobes; then followed 
the hearse, after which, in open car- 
riages, the male relatives and friends 
(no women attend any funerals).— 
Philadelphia Inquirer.

J astern of both Cornell and Wisconsin, 


but their pluck and endurance sent 
them over the line first in good time 


and by such a small margin that the 
glory is greater. 


For Cornell, the win- 
ner of many battles, the contest proved 
to be a race only in two miles. For 
those first two miles she did gallant 
work, but she was struggling against 
evidently better crews, and it was only 
by exertions of a phenomenal nature 
that she managed to keep the nose of 
the boat ahead of Pennsylvania for a 
brief time in the second mile. 

A Beautiful Start. 


Two bad starts were made. It was 
five minutes after seven when the third 
start was given, and this time the crews 
got away without accident. This start 
was a beautiful one, the four boats’ 
noses seeming to hang together for the 
first two strokes. As they settled in 
the stroke taught them by the various 
coaches, Wisconsin seemed to be row- 
ing the least number of strokes per 
minute of any of the crews, but her 
boat was going faster than any of the 
others. Wisconsin rowed 32, Pennsyl- 
vania 34, Cornell 34 and Columbia 35. 
Before the first eighth mile was finished 
the Wisconsin boat had shoved its nose 
ahead of the other crews, with Cornell 
second, Pennsylvania hanging well on 
to her, and Columbia third, dropping 
astern. When the first half. mile was 
reached, so fast was the Wisconsin boat 
going that it had taken its whole length 
ahead of the Cornell boat on the ex- 
treme east. 

‘When the mile was reached the Wis- 
eonrin boat had a lead of a clear length 
over Pennsylvania, while Cornell and 
Pennsylvania were see-sawing for sec- 
ond place. The Wisconsin crew had 
settled down to a stroke of 32 to a min- 
ute, the boat never checking between 
the strokes, and the blades cutting the

Wisconsin was not a one-mile crew and 
that, having pulled through the first 
two hard miles at such a splendid pace, 
they were liable to make trouble at the 


finish. Cornell was even with Pennsyl- ` 


yania at the mark and the two crews 
stayed on even terms until the two-mile 
and a quarter point was reached. Then 
the see-sawing began again, Cornell and 
Pennsylvania alternately forging the 
nose of their boats head of each other 
in a desperate effort to maintain the 
second place, while the wonderful 


the Wisconsin crew responded to the 

spurt and again drew their boat away. 
Lost by Poor Steering. 

It was at this point that Wisconsin 

was seen to swerve badly towards the 

western shore, and to the surprise of 


‘everybody maintained this course, al- 


though it took them inside of a num- 
ber of small pleasure boats and fully 500 
yards, if they maintained their angle, 
out of their course at the finish. Nat- 
urally the Pennsylvania boat, pulled 
desperately by the Quakers, gained up- 
on the Wisconsin boat, and as they 
passed into the last quarter the noses 
of the shells were on a line. The Penn- 
sylvania contingent on the train were 
frantic with joy, and, standing up, gave 
vent to their feeling with yells to the 
crew to win the race. The Wisconsin 
boat, unable to turn back into its Jane, 
had found dead water in the lane which 
they had sought near the shore, and, 
pull as they would and as desperately 
as they did, the nose of the Pennsyl- 
vania shell came out inch by inch until 
it crossed the line a scant half length 
ahead of the Badgers’ boat. It was a 
finish that set wild with delight every 
lover of good sport. The Cornell boat 
was fully three lengths to the rear of 
the Wisconsin boat, while the Colum- 
bias finished gamely their stern chase 
almost four lengths behind Cornell. 

Pennsylvania’s time; 20:04; Wiscon- 
Sin’s, 20:0514; Cornell’s, 20:13; Colum- 
bia’s, 20:20. The record for this course 
is 19:29. 

In the Pink of Condition. 

Right after crossing the line the 
giants from Wisconsin paused a mc-

side. They were in the pink of condi- 
tion, not a man in the eight showing 
the least symptom of collapse, and im- 
mediately rowed across the river to 
their boathouse,which is situated about 
opposite the finish mark. As soon as 
their boat was housed the Badgers 
formed a group about Capt. Sutherland 
and shook his hand, and then they fair- 
ly hugged each other. Their enthusi- 
asm was unbounded, although they 
were very much disappointed at not fin- 
ishing first. The eight were unani- 
mous, however, in relieving their cox- 
swain from all blame for steering them 
out of their course. 
The Coxswain’s Story. 

The little steersman himself, J. G. 
Dillen by name, felt very much de- 
pressed about the matter, though he 
made a good defense for his action. He 
said: 

“Just as we were passing under the big 
bridge I noticed a large berry crate float- 
ing right ahead of us, hard on our port bow. 
In a few seconds we would have struck it, 
and in order to avert a disastrous collision, 
I veered sharply toward the shore, going so 
far out of our course that I realized that 
if I were to attempt to get back again the 
movement would probably cost us the half 
length that we were then in the lead of 
Pennsylvania, and, looking down among 
the small boats inside of the course, and 
seeing what I thought a chance to pass 
among them and reach the finish line, I re- 
solved to keep the shell as she was thay 
headed, and take the chance. Of course, 
the maneuver cost us the race, but I am 


sure that I did the best that was to be done 
under the circumstances.” 


ALGER SEES PRESIDENT.

\ Washington, June 28.—Secretary Al- 
ger called twice at the white house 
Tuesday. He was among the first to 
welcome the president to his home, and 
in the afternoon called again to have a 
more extended discussion of the situa- 
tion in the Philippines.

London, June 28.—The International 
Council of Women, which assembled 
Monday in the Convocation hall of 
Church house, Westminster, is divided 
into five sections, or meetings, which 
were all crowded Tuesday. 

Great interest is taken in the political 
section, which discussed “the -parlia- 
mentary enfranchisement of women,” 
the vice president of the council, Mrs. 
May Wright Sewall, of the United 
States, presiding. 

In the professional section, Mme. An- 
toinette Stirling created some excite- 
ment by declaring, with much emotion, 
that she thought the speakers were too 
hard on the men, and adding that wom- 
en only realized the full value of a hus- 
band when the latter was lost. 

An immense meeting attended by 
more than 2,000 persons was held in 
Queens hall in the evening, the countess 
of Aberdeen presiding for the discus- 
sion of a resolution, proposed by Baron- 
ess Von Suttner, of Austria, calling upon 
the International Council of Women 
to do all in its power to advance the in- 
terests of international arbitration. 
Letters were read from Cardinal Gib- 
bons, of the United States, Cardinal 
Vaughn, of England, and Cardinal 
Logue, of Ireland, all of whom wrote 
strongly in favor of the resolution. 
Lady Aberdeen then introduced Areh- 
bishop Ireland, who addressed the au- 
dience. The speech was received with 
great enthusiasm. Mrs. Mary Wright 
Sewell, vice president of the council, 
also spoke upon the resolution.

WHITE HOUSE CHINA. 


A New Set Made and Marked for Each 
Administration. 

The white house china is manufac- 
tured and decorated especially for the 
president’s house, says the New York 
Mail and Express. When a new ad- 


ministration comes in, a new set of 


china is made and marked with the 
name of the president. Of course the 
old china is kept, the new being only 
of sufficient quantity to make up for 
the breakage and loss during the last 
administration. The decoration of the 
china consists of a dark blue border, 
with gold tracings in shape of corn- 
Stalks and ears, while in the center of 
the white plate is the coat-of-arms of 
the United States in colors. The best 
of artists are employed to paint these 
plates, and, as each one is marked with 
the name of the administration, each 
has a value. It is often quite an in- 
teresting part of a white house dinner 
for the guests while waiting for the 
courses to turn their plates to see to 
what administration they belonged. 
The china of the white house is in the 
special charge of the steward, and he 
is responsible to the government for it. 
It is rare that any of it gets out of the 
white house, and therefore the appear- 
ance of the two plates in the auction 
room last week caused comment. The 
price paid for them ($4 apiece) was 
certainly remarkably low, in view of 
their value to collectors. 


STRENGTH OF A GRIZZLY. 


One Carried a Dead Cow for Three 
Miles. 

A hunter tells some wonderful stories 
about the strength of grizzly bears. 
He saw one that had had one ofv-its 
forepaws shot useless, use the-other to 
draw its weight of 1,100 pounds up a 
precipice; where it seemed as if the 
feat were impossible. He tells also of 
cows knocked over by a single blow 
from the forepaw of a bear; but per- 
haps the most surprising story is of an 
occurrence that he witnessed three 
summers ago. He says: “I spent the 
season in the coast mountains near 
Hudson bay, and one moonlight night 
I saw a big grizzly bear in the act of 
carrying a dead cow home to her cub.

She carried the 
cow in her forepaws for at least three 
miles, across jagged rocks ten feet 
high, over fallen logs, around the rocky 
mountainside, where even a jackass 
could not get a foothold, to a narrow 
trail up the steep mountain. She 
never stopped to rest a moment, but 
went straight on. I followed her, and 
about half a mile from her lair laid 
her low. The cow weighed at least 
200 pounds, and the bear about 450.”’—

Cultivation of the Roman Campagna. 

Last spring disorders took place at 
Castel Gandolfo, a village on the Al- 
ban hills, provoked by peasants agi- 
tating for bread or for land on which 
to cultivate grain. Prince Barberini, 
proprietor of much land in the neigh- 
borhood, portioned out a part of it, 
which had for the last 100 years been 
let for pasture, between 144 peaéants. 
The terms offered to the peasants were 
simple. They were given a three years’ 
lease of the land on condition that 
they should cultivate it with maize or 
wheat, and that one-third of the crops 
should belong to Prince Barberin and 
the other two-thirds to the peasants 
The first harvest of maize has now 
been reaped, and the results are most 
encouraging. The value of the crop is 
calculated at 6,300 lire, and a third, 
equal to about 80 pounds, goes intoa 
the pockets of Prince Barberini. The 
wheat has just been sown, and it ig 
expected that it will produce 12,600 
lire, of which 4,200 lire, or 160 pounds, 
will belong to Prince Barberini, who 
will thus have 240 pounds a year out of 
land which has yielded him less than 
40 pounds a year. In addition, he has 
assured a good livelihood to 144 starv- 
ing families,—London Post,

~to the state treasury under protest, the 
company claiming that it has been as- 
sessed upon its earnings for carrying 
through freight, which is a tax on in- 
terstate commerce. This paying taxes 
under protest is certainly something 
unusual for railroad companies to do. 
It is the first fruit of Governor Pin- 
gree’s work. 


The right of the Province of Ontario- 


to violate American contracts by pro- 
hibiting the exportation of logs will be 
brought before the Canadian courts by 
permission of the Dominion govern- 
ment. The Canadians have the oppor- 
tunity to settle the matter to suit 
themselves. But the Canadian judi- 
ciary is eminently fair in its higher 
‘functions, and no one will attempt to 
Goubt that the final decisioa will be 
based on the facts brougnt out in the 
case. The interests of Americans have 
been jeopardized because the Canadians 
took umbrage at our tariff schedules 
that relate to the traffic between this 
country and Canada. But as tariff 
schedules are regulated for the inter- 
est of countries making them, the vio- 
lation of contracts made previous to the 
adoption of schedules cannot be dis- 
turbed with impnity. At least this is 
the view taken on this side of the line, 
and the mere fact that the courts have 
been called upon to decide the matter 
is a premonition that justice will be 
done to all parties concerned. 


It is better to talk of the glory of the 
nation, of its advancement among the 
civilized nations of the world, of its 
greatness, its humanity and its free- 
dom and intelligence, than to carp and 

- quibble, to sneer and find fault with the 
~ best and most intelligent efforts for ad- 
vancement. There is a refreshing vigor 
“and spirit of candor and unselfishness 
in what Governor Roosevelt says about 
the duty we owe to the nation and 
about how that duty should be per- 
formed, that makes one agree with him 
and all he says and makes us feel bet- 
ter for the thoughts he arouses. Our 
indignation, therefore, is stirred when 
the governor alludes to the shame that

From 
Detroit to Saginaw and Bay City the 
charge per minute will be 15 cents; 
‘frem Detroit to Grand Rapids, 30 cents. 
The wire distance to Calumet is about 
600 miles, and the rate to that point 
will probably be fixed at 60 cents. It

The adjourned meeting of the Board 
of Education to consider Supt. Slau- 
son’s report and recommendations, was 
held in the superintendent’s office Tues- 
day at 7:30 p. m.

After listening to the a ai 
report, the Committee on Buildings and 
Grounds presented the following recom- 
mendations as to repairs in the High 
School building:

seem necessary. 

The board then took up Supt. Slau-| 
son’s recommendation for the remodel- 


ing of High School so as to make it! 


possible to use it for a study room for 
the ninth grade. 

‘After discussion it was referred, upon ' 
motion of Trustee Bower, to the Com- 
mittee on Buildings and Grounds, with 
request to investigate and report at 
next meeting the probable expense of 
the change. 

-Upon motion of Trustee Eberbach, 
the Committee on Teachers and Text 
Books were requested to report at next 
meeting the probable cost of providing 
a suitable teacher for the ensuing year 
for such a study room as has been 
recommended by the superintendent. 

Upon motion of Trustee Mills, the 
Board then adjourned.

Cultivation of the Roman Campagna. 
Last spring disorders took place at 


Castel Gandolfo, a village on the Al- 
ban hills, provoked by peasants agi- 
tating for bread or for land on which 
to cultivate grain. Prince Barberini, 
proprietor of much land in the neigh- 
borhood, portioned out a part of it, 
which had for the last 100 years been 
let for pasture, between 144 peasants. 
The terms offered to the peasants were 
simple. They were given a three years’ 
lease of the land on condition that 
they should cultivate it with maize or 
wheat, and that one-third of the crops 
should belong to Prince Barberint and 
the other two-thirds to the peasants. 
The first harvest of maize has now 
been reaped, and the results are most 
encouraging. The value of the crop is 
calculated at 6,300 lire, and a third, 
equal to about 80 pounds, goes into 
the pockets of Prince Barberini. The 
wheat has just been sown, and it is 
expected that it will produce 12,600 
lire, of which 4,200 lire, or 160 pounds, 
will belong to Prince Barberini, who 
will thus have 240 pounds a year out of 
land which has yielded him less than 
40 pounds a year. In addition, he has 
assured a good livelihood to 144 stary- 
ing families,—London Post,
